Lull In Violence Today 
In Palestine; Bomb Threat 


Haifa, Aug. 19 (A*)—A nationwide 
offensive which three underground 
Jewish groups were reported prepar­ 
ing today failed to materialize by 
early evening, and a comparative 
quiet settled upon a still tense Holy 
Land after a troubled week-end. 
The only unusual Incident up to 
4 p. rn. was another “Operation 
Scram” at the Jerusalem postoffice 
which was evacuated for 40 minutes 
when an anonymous telephone call 
warned the place was to be bombed. 
Tills rapidly was becoming routine 
in a war of nerves. 
A series of “spot identity checks” 
carried out by the military in Jeru­ 
salem in which passersby were stop­ 
ped at road blocks for examination 
of their papers gave rise to the re­ 
port that plans had been intercepted 
for a coordinated uprising by the 
Stem gang, Irgun Zvai Leumi and 
Haganah. 
British army sources denied such 
a plan had been discovered, however. 
The general calm since yesterday 
encouraged some of the moderate 
Jewish leaders to predict that a cor­ 
ner had been turned in Palestine’s 


turbulent history and that terrorism 
might be on the downgrade there. 
British troops held a rigid cordon 
around Haifa’s port area following 
yesterday’s disorders in which illegal 
immigrants attempted to scuttle the 
transport carrying them to Cyprus.

after the Cyprus-bound transport 
Empire Heywood returned to Haifa 
following the unsuccessful attempt 
to scuttle her yesterday. 
The British had used tear gas and 
fire hoses to drive 640 illegal immi­ 
grants from the transport Fenlce, 
on which they arrived here from 
Europe last week, onto the Empire 
Heywood for transshipment to a 
refuge camp being prepared for 10,- 
000 persons on Cyprus. The Empire 
Heywood finally left port yesterday 
morning, but returned less than an 
hour later after two small bombs 
exploded in her hold. 
A British announcement said the 
bombs caused no damage or casual­ 
ties, but were “introduced into the 
hold with the apparent object of 
blowing a hole in the side of the 
vessel.”

Calcutta, Aug. 19 (A5)—Moslems 
and Hindus killed each other at a 
slackened pace today in the stinking 
streets of Calcutta, which in four 
days have been strewn with 2.000 to 
3,000 corpses. 
The situation was the quietest 
since Friday when the rival factions 
started the most ghastly riots in 
Calcutta’s turbulent history, quar­ 
reling over differences regarding the 
British proffer of independence. 
Sporadic s h o o t i n g continued. 
Eerie cries rang through the streets. 
Bodies were piled here and there, 
many of them dead four days and 
picked 
by 
vultures. 
Many 
were 
bloated. The danger of an epidemic 
which might 
dwarf the 
present 
number of casualties mounted by 
the hour. 
Several thousands lay wounded. 
The food situation worsened as 
stores remained closed. 
Looting was rife. Police blotters 
were filled with accounts of women 
sadistically raped, mutilated, then 
butchered or burned with 
their 
families. One seven year old rape 
victim was removed to a hospital 
in critical condition. 
The Moslem-Hindu battling con­ 


tinued during the night in many lo­ 
calities of this sprawling city of 
1,250,000 population, although police 
restored some semblance of order 
in the eastern and northern sec­ 
tions. 
British troops, supported by light 
tanks and civilian police, patrolled 
the streets, many of which were 
clogged with bloated bodies. Some 
corpses have been lying in the sun 
since Friday, thus posing a serious 
health problem and presenting the 
possibility of an epidemic. 
Three carloads of bodies were 
parked in the middle of Harrison 
road, one of the centers of the fight­ 
ing. Some were covered with water 
from 
open 
hydrants. 
Vultures 
picked at the remains. 
One police official, who said he 
had witnessed the communal riots 
of 1918 and 1926, declared that he 
doubted if India had ever "experi­ 
enced communal trouble on such a 
scale before.”

In addition to using 
strains of corn orgmated in the 
United States, varieties have been 
brought in from Italy, Czechoslov­ 
akia, Japan and Rumania 
The men also visited the associa­ 
tion’s poultry project where re­ 
search men are working to develop 
improved kinds of poultry by using 
breeding methods which have been 
successful in the corn experiments.

Eventually a stub introduces decay 
into the parent body. Safety lies in 
this simple yet essential operation: 
Make the cut close to and parallel 
with the parent body. Such a wound 
I will, of course, be larger, but It is 
a wound which can heal over nat­ 
urally and rapidly. 
Then. 
too, 
pruning 
wounds, 
w’ounds left after broken limbs and 
split crotches are mended, and bark 
abrasions call for immediate and 
special treatment. And again, the 
human surgeon must be imitated. 
First, clean out all foreign matter 
by washing and scraping. Then dis­ 
infect. And finally, seal. 
Trim the edges of all torn and 
ragged bark. Coat the bark edge 
and cambium layer with shellac. 
Disinfect the entire wound arid at 
last coat the wound with a good tree 
wound dressing, In other words, re­ 
move decay organisms and then seal 
the wound so others cannot gain 
entrance. Tills is safety for shade 
trees, a safety which should be pro­ 
vided before winter for all wounds 
left from spring and summer acci­ 
dents.
